There is sound sen-e in sending a 
drunkard to a custodial institution, if the iii'-ututioii provides 
facilities for competent observation and pln-ical treatment, 
with special work, proper diet and personal consideration. 
P.ut the benefit of such system will only be seemed l>v mi in- 
determinate' sentence, uciordiny to which the <on:-ici will be 
co'nfined until it seems safe to release him. 1'ven then it w i l l 
probably be best to send him out on parole, \\ith the under- 
standing that he can be rearrcstcd and sent hick to the insti- 
tution if he returns to his old habits."

If they had been busy in enforcing law the past three years, Coshoc- 


ton would not be in the throes of a campaign against lawlessness, be- 
cause the men who stand for the open saloon stand for lawlessness 
and say to the world. "/ am willina that ntv boy shall become the victim 
of the open saloon...1 value a 'dollar more'than I value inv bov." 
But while men say that they will regulate the saloon, the Brewery As- 
sociation, in their hand book for 1909, decfares that the saloon cannot 
be regulated in Ohio. 


Here is what the brewers say under the genera! head of "the clean- 


up movement," on page 155 of'thcir year book, for the year lyoo.: 


"For example, the Ohio constitution forbids the licensing 


of the sale of liquors, and in lieu of a license an annual tax is 
imposed practically without conditions. 
Under such an ar- 


rangement, any man who could pay the tax has been able 
to open a saloon, and it will readily be seen that \\ith no re- 
striction as to the number of officers, or the character of the 
saloon keeper, the business has fallen into disreputable hands."
